Scripture Reading. Mark 16:14-20. 

I want to call your attention to the last 
verse. “And they went forth, and preached 
every where, the Lord working with them, 
and confirming the word with signs fol- 
lowing.” Christ gave the apostles the 
commission to go forth into all the world 
with the promise that supernatural signs 
should follow the preaching of the gospel. 
The last verse tells that in obedience to 
this command they went forth, the Lord 
worked with them confirming the word 
with signs following. 

The book of Acts is a record of the 
wotk of the Holy Ghost as He worked 
through the early church. One can not 
read the book of Acts without receiving 
a thrill. From the outpouring of the Holy 
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Ghost on the day of Pentecost it is vi- 
brating with the wonderful works of God. 
Men and women were saved by believing 
on the Lord Jesus Christ. The Holy 
Ghost came upon believers, the sick were 
healed. The Apostles received supernat- 
ural deliverance from their persecutors. 
The result of all this was that the church 
grew and multiplied. One said of them, 
“These who have turned the world upside 
down have come hete also.” 

Many folks today read these things and 
sigh for a return of those days. But they 
have accepted the saying, “The day of 
miracles is past.” In these last days there 
has risen up a people of which we ate a 
part who have taken the position that the 
things which were in the early church can 
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and should be in the church today. 

What was it that gave such great power 
to those of the early church? Was it be- 
cause the Apostles were such great men in 
themselves? It only takes a glance at the 
Scriptures to see that this was not so. We 
read in Acts 4:13, “Now when they saw 
the boldness of Peter and John and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned and ig- 
norant men they marvelled: and they took 
knowledge that they had been with Jesus.” 
No, it was not that they were great men 
but rather it was because they had a great 
God. They were common men but they 
were filled with the Holy Ghost, and it 
was the Holy Ghost working through 
them that caused them to do great things. 
We today have the same promise and the 
same Holy Ghost that they had. 

There is a definite dispensational teach- 
ing in the scripture. In any given dispen- 
sation God has dealt with man on a cet- 
tain basis. For instance from the time of 
Moses to the time of Christ God dealt 
with men under the Law of Moses. From 
the time of the First Coming of Christ to 
His Second Coming is the Dispensation 
of the Holy Spirit or the Church age. If 
this be so then we today are living in the 
same dispensation or age the Apostles 
lived in. We have every right then to 
expect that if we will meet the same condi- 
tion the Apostles did that we can have the 
same manifestations of the Holy Ghost 
today that they did. Why is it that some 
can believe every word written in the book 
of Acts and still doubt when they hear 
the same things happening today. They 
forget that Jesus Christ is the same yes- 
terday, today, and forever. 

Most of the churches of today have 
taken it for granted that because they 
have not seen the supernatural workings 
of the Holy Spirit that God does not in- 
tend that they should have them. They 
don’t stop to realize that it may be that 
they are not in the place God can work 
as He would like to. There is not one 
scripture in the whole Bible that will give 
us any reason to believe that God intended 
any of these things to cease with the early 
church. Some have used certain scriptures 
to try to show this to be so but when these 
scriptures are plainly understood they have 
no bearing on the case. For instance some 
have quoted a passage of scripture from 
1 Cor. 13, which says, “But whether there 
be prophecies, they shall fail; whether 
there be tongues they shall cease; whether 


there be knowledge, it shall vanish away. 
For we know in part and we prophecy in 
part but when that which is perfect is 
come then that which is in part shall be 
done away.” It is true that there is com-, 
ing a day when these things shall be done 
away. That time however is when that 
which is perfect is come. It doesn’t take 
much thought to know that the perfect 
is not yet come. That will be when the 
Lord Jesus Christ comes in His glory. 
This scripture has no application to the 


present time. We believe that the prom-~ 


ises ate for today. 


Someone may say then, Do you have 
them in your churches? We make no 
claim to perfection but we are thankful 
to say that in a measure we do have them. 
In our Assemblies of God churches untold 
numbers have had their lives transformed 
by the power of God, in real old time con- 
version. Habits of sin have been broken 
and men and women are living witnesses 
of the saving Grace of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Many have been 
baptized with the Holy Ghost in the same 
manner as in Bible times speaking with 
new tongues as the spirit gave utterance. 
This has given them new power in their 
Christian life.

It was far back in the majesty of the 
hazy blue Rockies that a shepherd watched 
over his sheep.

Question: Please suggest ways of reach- 
ing the public with the gospel.

1. Personal Evangelism. The commis- |

thing resembling a modern mutual admira- 
tion church society, persecution broke out 
“and they were all scattered abroad except 
the apostles.” 
tered abroad went everywhere preaching 
the word.” 


How unlike this primitive every-mem- 


ber-evangelism is the modern Laodicean 


program! Retiring from the highways and 
byways of life, behind stained glass win- 
dows and sundry distinctive trappings, the 
business of the church is carried on by a 
small coterie of professionals, while the 
great mass of professors nest cozily in deep 
cushioned pews, anxiously waiting for the 
last Amen. Is it any wonder that a busy 
world is losing interest? 


God’s original plan is still in vogue. The 


enduement of power, the power to witness, 
is for all (Lu. 24:49; Acts 1:8; Acts 2:38, 
What a revival would break out if 
all believers would get on fire and unite in 
spreading the flame.

Revelation

Srupy XXI—Tue SEveENTH TRUMPET 
Chapter 11:15-19 


The seventh trumpet will begin to sound 
at the middle of the week, and the sound- 
ing will continue during the last half of 
the week, the period commonly known as 
the great tribulation. The seventh trum- 
pet will include the seven vials. Here in 
these verses the entire period is included, 
and we are afforded a brief glance at both 
heaven and earth during this time of the 
end, the time referred to by our Lord in 
Matt. 24:21-30. 

I. The Sounding of the Seventh 
Trumpet 

“And the seventh trumpet sounded,” or, 
began to sound. The sound was to be a 
prolonged sound, continuing for 3!/ years. 
There are those who would have us be- 
lieve that this is the trumpet Paul referred 
to as “the last trump” (1 Cor. 15:52), but 
their conclusion is based upon a wrong 
interpretation of Scripture. This trumpet 
will be the last of a series of seven, but it 
has no reference whatsoever to the church, 
and it will not be the last absolutely; it 
will be the last relatively, that is, the last 
of a particular series. There will be an- 
other trumpet afterwards, the trumpet 
that will gather together the elect of Israel 
after our Lord shall have come in glory, 
accompanied by the saints who will have 
gone up to meet Him in the air at the time 
of the rapture (Matt. 24:31). 


II. The Heavenly Utterances 

“And there were great voices in heaven, 
saying, The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
His Christ; and He shall reign forever 
and ever.” This announcement of th2 
sovereignty of this world having become 
the sovereignty of our Lord, and of His 
Christ, is by way of anticipation. The 
King will not actually take His place upon 
the throne of David and begin to reign 
over the earth, as the earth’s recognized 
ruler, until the last hour of the tribulation 
period shall have gone and the Antichrist 
shall have been overthrown at the battle of 
Armageddon and cast into the lake of 
fire (19:20). The announcement was 
made in the vision at this juncture, and 
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the record of the announcement is made 
at this particular place, that we may see 
that the judgments of the seventh trum- 
pet will immediately precede the setting 
up of the kingdom of the Son of man. 
All heaven will doubtless know at the 
middle of the week that the time is very 
near for “the times of the Gentiles” to 
end and for the reestablishment of the 
Davidic kingdom (Ezek. 21:27). 

III. What the Enthroned Elders Did 

“And the four and twenty elders which 
sat before God on their seats (Gr. epi tous 
thronous auton, upon their thrones), fell 
upon their faces and worshipped God.” 
The time will never come when the saints 
will cease to worship God; we worship 
Him here, and we shall worship Him 
there. He only is worthy to be worshipped. 
We are looking forward now to that glor- 
ious day when “the Sun of righteousness 
shall rise with healing in His wings” (Mal. 
4:2); and when, after the rapture shall 
have taken place and the nuptials of the 
great Bridegroom and His bride shall have 
been celebrated, and we shall be apprised 
of the fact that the final strokes of divine 
judgment are about to be dealt to the 
powers of darkness, and that the stage 
is being cleared for the setting up of the 
kingdom and the ushering in of that glor- 
ious era of peace and prosperity, that age 
which the whole world has been looking 
forward to for centuries, the golden age, 
our joy will be great indeed, and we shall 
fall upon our faces and worship God. 


IV. What the Enthroned Elders Said 

“We give thee thanks, O Lord God Al- 
mighty, which art, and wast, and art to 
come: because Thou hast taken to Thee 
Thy great power, and hast reigned” (Gr. 
kai ebasileusas, and dost reign; intensive 
present). This also is recorded by way 
of anticipation, for the actual reigning 
upon the throne of the kingdom of David 
will not begin until after the revelation, 
or, the second stage of our Lord’s second 
advent, that stage after which the nations 
will be summoned before “the throne of 
His glory” that they may be judged 
(Matt. 25:31, 32). Verse 18 is a part of 
what the enthroned elders are represented 


as saying. Seven things are here cele- 


brated by anticipation. 

1. Thou hast taken to Thee Thy great 
power. 

2. And hast reigned, or, dost reign. 

3. And the nations were angry. 

4. And Thy wrath is come. 

5. And the time of the dead that they 
should be judged; the meaning being that 
the death of the martyrs during the tribu- 
lation period is about to be avenged; the 
prayer of the souls under the altar is about 
to be answered (6:10). 

6. And that Thou shouldest give te- 
ward unto Thy servants the prophets, and 
to the saints, and them that fear Thy 
name, small and great. 

7. And shouldest destroy them that de- 
stroy, or are destroying, the earth. The 
reference here is to the Antichrist and 
the False Prophet, and all who shall be 
allied with them in their work of destruc- 
tion. Hitler is a great destroyer, but 
Antichrist will be the greatest human de- 
stroyer the earth has ever known. 
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GENERAL COUNCIL REPORT 
Excerpts from “Pentecostal Evangel” 
The Roster Committee reported 874 or- 

dained ministers, 113 licensed ministers, 

65 foreign missionaries, 127 lay delegates, 

987 visitors, and 6 Canadian ministers, 

registered at the General Council in Min- 

neapolis, and that the total of 3,171 ex- 
ceeded the number registered two years 

ago at Springfield by 281. 

The General Secretary, J. R. Flower, 
reported that at the close of the fiscal 
year of 1939 there were 3,592 ordained 
ministers and in 1941 there are 4,159 min- 
isters, a gain of 567. In 1939 there were 
3,496 Assemblies reported, whereas 4,348 
Assemblies are reported in 1941, or a gain 
of 852; more than one new church a day 
over the two years. The Foreign Missions 
offerings for 1939-41 were $1,114,725.32. 

The Gospel Publishing House reported 
a circulation of various publications of 
868,875 in 1941, which necessitated nearly 
25 carloads of paper at a cost of $67,000 
and postage cost of $40,000. It would 
be interesting for everyone to read the 
September 20 “Evangel” for details. 

We have much to thank the Lord for as 
it would appear His approval and blessing 
rests upon our great movement. However, 
we do not glory in these accomplishments 
alone for it is only by His grace and favor 
that any progress is made. 
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WHAT DEACONS SHOULD DO

There is a great lack of recognized lay 
elders among us and for that reason dea- 
conship is often confused with eldership 
and its responsibili- 
ties. If interested, 
you may read with 
great profit the arti- 
cle by Walter Beutt- 
ler in the Pentecostal 
Evangel of Novem- 
ber 2, 1940, entitled 


“The Office of an 
Max Freimark Elder.” 
Deacons are not 


trustees though they may serve as such. 
The work of a trustee, according to law, 
is clearly defined by a declaration of trust. 
Perhaps the very reason that there is so 
much complaining about trouble with dea- 
cons comes from the fact that their duties 
are not clearly stated and it is assumed that 
they are to “run and rule” most anything in 
the church. The word deacon means ser- 
vant. Deacons then are those who are serv- 
ing in the church in any recognized capac- 
ity, both men and women; and we have 
many such deacons and deaconesses now 
in our assemblies even though they are not 
called so officially. 

It is generally believed that those seven 
men chosen in Acts 6 to serve as a relief 
committee were called deacons. We have no 
such proof from the Scriptures, nor do I 
find anywhere any “election of deacons,” 
though that may have taken place. 

There is room for Spirit-filled men with 
wisdom to fill the special office of a deacon, 
looking after the inner and spiritual wel- 
fare of the assembly with a view of build- 
ing up the congregation both numerically 
and in the knowledge of the Lord. These 
should know their responsibilities and ful- 
fill them by actual work in co-operation 
with the pastor. The high qualities which 
the Scriptures demand to be found in a 
deacon cause me to suggest the following 
work which deacons should do or see to 
it that it is done: 

Meeting visitors and strangers, make 
them feel at home and become acquainted 
in church, taking their address, visiting 
them. 

Visiting sick, praying for them and 
reading the Word of God to them. 

Seeing to it that people are brought to 
church who have no way of coming. 

Serving at the communion table.

Concerning the Tithe 
1. Orv TEsTAMENT AUTHORITY 

Genesis 28:22. Jacob paid his tithe as 
unto’ the Lord. In Leviticus 27:32 the 
Lord spoke to the children of Israel con- 
cerning the tithe. Some folks wonder 
how much the tithe is. Each of these 
verses tells us that it is one-tenth (ten 
cents out of every dollar). Many borrow 
from their tithe and are not scriptural in 
replacement of it. Lev. 27:31 declares 
that if we would redeem our tithe that we 
are to add thereto the fifth part thereof. 
God never puts a maximum on how much 
we may give to Him but He does put a 
minimum and that amount is one-tenth. 
Another Old Testament scripture is found 
in Malachi 3:8-10. Someone always says 
“yes, but this was under law.” Then turn 
to the New Testament. 
2. New Testament AuTHorITY 

According to Heb. 7:1-21 Abraham 
paid tithe to Melchisedec. This was be- 
fore the giving of the Mosaic Law. Jesus 
spoke to some who were boasting of their 
tithe and told them that they had ne- 
glected certain matters that were more 
important than the tithe. “But,” said he, 
“These ought ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone.” Matt. 23:23;

“Workers together with Him” 


Dear Members and Friends of 
Our Churches: 


You will recall that last month we con- 
sidered some of the characteristics of the 
Ideal Pastor. This month let us have a 
look at The Ideal Layman. That is only 
fair, isn’t it? 

First of all he realizes that his pastors 
and the officials of the church, like him- 
self, are only human; that they are subject 
to the same hopes and fears, aspirations 
and disappointments as himself; that, be- 
ing human they are possessed at times by 
some of the eccentricities which are the 
heritage of the species. Furthermore, since 
absolute perfection awaits the coming of 
the Lord, the ideal layman will not expect 
this prematurely in the lives of his pastor 
and church officials. 

This member of our church realizes that 
the minister cannot do his work alone; he 
must have cooperation. Dr. J. Whitcomb 
Brougher once said, “The sit-down strike 
is nothing new; it has been going on in 
the church for the past twenty centuries.” 

He does not complain against straight 
preaching nor ‘does he agitate for a new 
pastor when the Word of God comes too 
close to where he is living. 

By his every day life he does not contra- 
dict the preaching within the church nor is 
he a living contradiction of what the 
church stands for. 

The ideal member does not make un- 
necessary demands nor impose needless 
duties upon the minister. He does not 
impose upon the preacher’s time by un- 
necessary idling in the parsonage or the 
study. He does not intrude into the pri- 
vacy of the preacher’s home. Especial 
cate should be exercised along this line 
in those instances where the parsonage is a 
part of the church building or where it is 
behind or next door to the church. The 
preacher’s home is where he lives and that 
home should be accorded all the rights and 
respect that would be accorded to any pri- 
vate dwelling. 


When this good member sees something 
in the parsonage that he (or she) doesn’t 
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approve of, whether it be the furnishings, 
the housekeeping (or the lack of it), what 
the preachet’s family eats, or how, he does 
not go out and gossip about it far and 
wide. 

He doesn’t impose his views of child- 
raising upon the preacher nor inform him 
as to what he would do if he were in his 
place, nor does he give vent to his ideas 
as to what his wife should wear. 

The ideal layman takes the temporal 
welfare of his pastor upon his heart, doing 
all in his power to see to it that his needs 
are supplied. Relieved thus of financial 
worries the man of God is enabled to give 
his full thought, time and attention to the 
work to which God has called him. 

He does not ask nor expect more of his 
preacher than he is willing to do himself 
under like circumstances. 

He prays for his minister. 

He overlooks minor faults and defi- 
ciencies considering how far short he him- 
self comes of full attainment. 

He does not discuss the failings of the 
church, of its officiary, or of its minister 
before the world. Within the church he 
speaks constructively or not at all. 

He steadfastly refuses to be an agitator; 
he does not lend himself to a party spirit 
or a spirit of division. He seeks always to 
follow those things which make for peace, 
and whenever the opportunity presents he 
pours oil upon the troubled waters. 

He realizes that “the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal” but spiritual, and 
through fervent prayer and the fuller con- 
secration of all his powers to Christ and 
the work of the church purchased by His 
own blood, he seeks the welfare of the 
work of God. Let others resort to worldly 
methods and carnal means if they will; he 
will take God’s way. 

This ideal church member takes his 
place in the business meetings of the 
church, exercising his right to take part 
in the discussions and to vote as he sees 
best under God without coersion from any 
source. This, too, is a part of his respon- 
sibility as a member of the church. When 


the votes are all in, if the result is not as 
he had hoped and voted, he bows to the 
will of the majority and is just as loyal 
and faithful to the cause of Christ as if 
everything had gone to suit him. Two 
things he does not do: He does not agitate 
or foster a spirit of division nor does he 
go home and pout. 

He assumes his share of supporting the 
work of Christ by his prayers, his finances, 
and his presence in the services of the 
house of God. Somewhere in his reading 
the writer came across the following on 
Church Attendance: 

“What My Absence Did: 

1. It made some question the reality of 
religion. 

2. It made some think that I regarded 
my spiritual welfare as of small concern. 

3. It weakened the effect of the church 
service. 

4. It made it harder for the preacher 
to preach. 

5. It discouraged the brethren and 
therefore robbed them of blessing. 

6. It caused others to stay away from 
church. 

7. It made it harder for me to meet the 
temptations of the week. 

8. It gave the devil more power over 
lost souls. 

9. It encouraged the habit of non- 
church going. 

What My Presence Did: 

1. It caused people to have confidence 
in me. 

2. It made people know that I regarded 
my spiritual welfare and that of others as 
a matter of great importance. 

3. It had a good effect on the services. 

4. It made others feel more welcome. 

>. It encouraged the brethren and 
helped the preacher in his work. 

6. It caused others to come to the house 
of God. 

7. It made my life stronger for the 
week before me. 


8. It removed stumbling blocks from ti 


the sinner’s path.

IS THIS YOUR PROBLEM? 

As a teacher do you feel you are merely 
marking time? Are you alarmed with 
your lack of progress. Have you a reason- 
able method of checking up on yourself 
and your class? Do you really know 
whether your are coming or going? 

If this is your problem, then the follow- 
ing may help you: 

Every business establishment deems it 
necessary to take inventory at least once a 
year. One thing a business man watches 
above everything else “am I getting 
ahead?” If he is going behind, it will 
not be long before that business will be a 
thing of the past or someone else will take 
hold of it that can make it “go.” It’s got 
to go, or quit! 

For that reason a business establishment 
has definite ways and means whereby they 
can “check up” and see that every thing is 
going ahead. They keep books on the 
whole thing! 

Sunday School workers, is ours a Bus- 
iness? Yea! I say, and more than a 
business, for ours pertains to a Kingdom! 
Christians may make their livings in vari- 
ous ways, but the salvation of souls is 
their business! 

Workers, let us get down to BUSI- 
NESS! 

You mean, “keep books?” Yes, why 
not? 

We cannot judge our success in dollars 
and cents but by something far superior to 
it. Hence, here are a few suggestions: 

It will soon be the first of the year 
again—let’s take inventory in preparation 
for the new year. 

First, “Of ourselves.” 

1. Why am I teaching a Sunday School 
class? 

2. Am I faithful workman? 

3. Is God first in my life and labor or 
do I give His work a place when it is 
convenient? 

4. Have I real love for my class? 

5. Have I been spreading a “scanty 
table” for them on Sunday mornings? 

6. Am I desperately concerned about 
their souls? 
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7. Have I cheated my prayer closet of 
my time? 

8. Has God received the glory for the 
accomplishments made? 

9. Have I a healthy appetite for God 
and His Word myself? 

10. Am I determined to be a successful 
teacher and really progress this coming 
year, of is my attitude passive? 

I suggest that we make this “check-up” 
seriously and definitely. Do it with the 
searchlight of God’s Holy Spirit turned 
right in upon the “supply shelves” of our 
hearts. Take a definite time for it, and 
don’t rush yourself through it. 

Make at note of your findings honestly 
before God, because after a time you'll be 
checking again and you will want to see 
the numerals piled up on the credit side. 
Second, “Of our Class.” 

1. How many pupils have you in your 
class? 

2. Who are they? (Names and ad- 
dresses) 

3. Which ones are interested and which 
are not? 

4. Which ones are out-and-out Chris- 
tians and which are not? 

5. Which ones are backsliders (if any) ? 

6. What are the individual interests of 
the members of your class? (This infor- 
mation will help you through your vari- 
ous lessons to correct wrong interests.) 

7. What are their home environments? 

8. What are their individual 
spots? 

9. Who are the ones that are irregular 
in attendance and disinterested in class? 

10. What is your class doing now in the 
way of active service for God? 

It is going to take you a little time to 
make this “check-up.” It is also going 
to take prayer, tact, and contact. 

Make these notes in your own private 
notebook, and then keep it to yourself 
and God. . . . and then go to work! We 
have plenty of it to do! God grant that 
the next “inventory taking” will be a real 
time of rejoicing!

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DEAR BOYS AND GIRLS: 


Again I am permitted into your cozy 
corner (thanks to your dear Sister Mast). 
It is a real privilege to greet you all once 
more and to tell you a secret God has 
whispered to my soul; it is this: “Let’s 
make a garden!” Are you willing? If 
so, we can begin at once. Perhaps you 
say, “Isn’t it out of season?” You will 
find we are also in season. 

Paul the great apostle, writing to his 
son Timothy said, “Preach the Word, be 
instant in season and out of season.” Al- 
ways be ready to speak for Jesus. 

Have you heard that all of the ready- 
to-wear garments are made out of season 
so that they will be ready to wear in sea- 
son? That is reasonable isn’t it? 

A good gardener cleans his garden all 
up in the fall of the year; all rubbish is 
cleared away, stones taken out, and the 
ground turned over by spade or plow, and 
made ready for the rain and snow. Then 
when the warm sun rays come again to 
penetrate the good soil, the gardener will 
begin to plant the seed. Although it is 
hidden for a time in the dark soil, it will 
soon spring forth into newness of life. 

Every story has two sides you know, so 
there is also the spiritual side to this. God 
wants a garden, not in mother earth where 
men dig and plant, but in the heart of 
every boy and girl. Are you willing to 
yield to the Greatest of a!l Gardeners, the 
Lord Jesus? 

With the ground, so also is the heart. 
It must be prepared! So here is Lesson 1 
for our spiritual gardening. We will call 
it: “GEDLING READY 

The Bible says that the heart is deceit- 
ful above all things and desperately 
wicked. In other words, there is lots of 
rubbish to clear away before we can plant 
the seed. The ground must be made 
ready. Jesus the Great Gardener is the 
one that will cleanse away the stains of 
sin. With His precious Blood He washes 
us and makes us whiter than the snow. 

We could enumerate many things that 
could represent the rubbish of sin. (We'll 
let you do that.) Sin kills and destroys 
the soul, and chokes the seed when it is 
planted, so it must all be cleansed away 
by Jesus’ Blood.

9. It pleased God and I was happy. 

This ideal brother makes it his concern, 
working through the proper agencies, to 
see that the house of God is as comfort- 
able and convenient as possible and to 
insist that it shall be clean and wholesome 
at all times. 

He has a godly concern and care for 
the other members of the flock and the 
continued absence of any one of them 
from the services of the church causes him 
to discover the reason why. 

He goes out of his way to make the 
stranger welcome and at home in the serv- 
ices of the church. 

When illness enters his home he does 
not assume that the pastor is a mind-reader 
and should jump into his car and drive 
with all speed to visit the sick; rather, he 
either telephones or sends word to the 
pastor of the need, knowing that when 
he has done this, the faithful man of God 
will come as soon as possible. 

He is not an office seeker nor does he 
grasp after positions of prominence in the 
church. He esteems others better than 
himself and in honor he prefers another. 

The ideal layman holds the ministry 
and the minister in such high respect that 
he does not address his pastor as “Jim,” or 
“Pill,” or “Harry,” but rather as “Pastor 
Jones” or “Brother Smith.” 

He is ready at all times to “do all the 
good he can, in all the ways he can to the 
greatest number of people he can,” and 
all for the glory of God. 

This, then, may serve as a yardstick by 
which we may measure ourselves as lay- 
men. True, there is no such thing as a 
perfect church member any more than 
there is a perfect pastor, but by careful 
self-examination we can discover many 
ways in which we fall short of the ideal, 
and we can earnestly seek to “fill up that 
which is behind,” making ourselves of 
greater usefulness to Christ and to the 


work of His church.
